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OCCUPIED  NEW  BERN  DURING  AND  AT  THE  END  OF  THE  CIVIL  WAR

From  the  March  1862  until 
the  end  of  the  Civil  War, 
New  Bern  was  occupied  by 
Northern  troops.  Very  few  citizens 
remained  -  most  had  fled  west 
to  towns  that  were  still  under 
Confederate  control.  New  Bern 
also  became  a  haven  for  runaway 
slaves  and  freed  African  Americans 
looking  for  better  opportunities.  As 
we  remember  the  140'*'  anniversary 
of  Lee's  surrender  and  the  end  of  the 
Civil  War  in  April  1865,  let's  take  a 
look  back  at  memories  of  occupied 
New  Bern  and  the  aftermath  of  the 
war: 

The  occupation 

After  the  Confederate  retreat  ended 
the  Battle  of  New  Bern  in  March 
1862,  Union  troops  found  the  city 
mostly  abandoned.  Soldiers — those 
not  fighting  the  fires  set  by  retreating 
Confederate  soldiers — discovered 
abandoned  homes  where  the  doors 
had  been  left  wide  open  and,  in  some 
cases,  dinners  cooking  on  the  stove. 

Mary  Norcott  Bryan  wrote  in  A 
Grandmother's  Recollections  of  Dixie, 
"In  March,  '62  the  battle  of  New 
Bern  occurred  and  such  a  time  of 
confusion  and  trouble!  We  had  had 
extra  dinners  prepared,  expecting 
to  feed  the  Confederate  soldiers. 
Instead  of  that,  there  was  a  perfect 
panic  and  stampede,  women, 
children,  nurses  and  baggage  getting 
to  the  depot  any  way  they  could. 
Our  home  and  hundreds  of  others 
were  left  with  the  dinners  cooking, 
doors  open  and  everything  to  give 
our  Northern  friends  a  royal  feast, 
which  I  understand  they  thoroughly 
enjoyed."

Union  soldier  William  F.  Draper 
of  the  25'*'  Massachusetts  Infantry 
later  recalled  in  his  1908  memoirs: 
"  WTien  we  arrived  in  sight  of  New 
Berne,  it  appeared  as  though  the 
whole  city  was  in  flames. " 

Alan  Watson  in  A  History  of 
New  Bern  and  Craven  County 
(1987)  described  the  town  upon 
the  arrival  of  Union  troops:   "The 
scene  that  greeted  the  invaders  was 
one  of  tumult  and  confusion.  Part 
of  the  town  was  in  flames.  Terror- 
stricken  people  were  fleeing  in  every 
direction;  white  cloths  waved  in  the 
breeze;  deserted  houses  stood  with 
doors  open;  blacks  were  holding  a 
'grand  jubilee,'  some  praying  and 
thanking  God  for  their  deliverance, 
others  beginning  to  pillage." 

Soldiers  quickly  joined  locals 
in  pillaging  homes.  Draper  wrote 


that  as  soldiers  began  to  enter  the 
city,  "This  showed  evidence  of 
having  been  deserted  in  a  hurry  . . . 
we  proceeded  to  appropriate  such 
valuables  as  were  left  ..." 

Looting  continued  for  several  days 
before  commanding  officers  ordered 
its  stop.  Draper,  meanwhile,  looked 
for  a  home  for  the  Signal  Corps 
of  the  25'''  Massachusetts  Infantry, 
settling  on  "a  large  two-story  brick 
mansion,  elegantly  furnished 
throughout,  having  two  pianos  in 
the  parlor,  Brussels  carpets  on  the 
floors,  a  fine  library,  everything  in 
like  style." 

Those  residents  who  stayed 
behind  suddenly  found  themselves 
dependent  on  Federal  goodwill, 
wrote  Mary  Lindsay  Thornton 
in  her  1959  publication.  New 
Bern,  North  Carolina,  1862-1865: 
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A  Southern  Town  Under  Federal 
Occupation.  They  were  required  to 
take  an  oath  of  allegiance.  Those  who 
did  not,  or  who  proved  troublesome, 
were  ordered  to  leave  town. 

"The  Curtis  sisters  lived  in  a  large 
house  alone,"  recalled  Mrs.  EC. 
Roberts  in  her  1914  "Historical 
Incidents"  published  in  Carolina  and 
the  Southern  Cross.  "They  were  witty 
and  free  spoken  and  independent." 

The  ladies  were  placed  under  guard 
and  made  life  difficult  for  the  soldiers 
assigned  to  them.  They  were  finally 
ordered  to  leave  town. 

"Among  their  possessions  there  was 
a  much  prized  silver  kettle,  which 
had  once  belonged  to  Governor 
Tryon  -  this  they  were  unwilling  to 
leave  behind  them,  and  so  they  tied 
it  under  Miss  Betsy's  hoopskirt.  Some 
other  valuables  were  taken  in  a  like 


manner  by  Miss  Sally." 

Her  own  sisters,  having  refused  to 
take  the  oath,  were  not  allowed  to 
buy  or  sell  anything.  They  depended 
on  their  servant  Charlotte,  who  sold 
the  vegetables  they  raised  in  return 
for  a  percentage  of  the  profits.  Still, 
for  a  couple  of  ladies  "accustomed  all 
their  lives  to  ease  and  luxury,"  Mrs. 
Roberts'  sisters  had  to  work  hard  in 
their  garden  and  under  the  watchful 
eyes  of  Union  soldiers  who  "ridiculed 
them,  calling  them  'gal'  and  'aunty'." 

Freed  African  Americans  and 
escaped  slaves  were  registered. 
Those  old  enough  were  put  to  work 
providing  services  around  town, 
others  enlisted  in  the  military,  and 
children  were  enrolled  in  schools.

whose  property  had  been  confiscated 
in  the  occupation's  early  days  had  the 
opportunity  to  reclaim  it,  but  only 
by  taking  a  new  oath  of  allegiance 
to  the  Union.  Mrs.  Roberts  wrote  to 
James  Bryan  in  New  York,  "This  oath 
is  going  to  be  taken  by  many  as  a  bad 
dose  of  medicine  . . .  They  say  it  is  not 
compulsory  and  yet  if  it  is  not  taken 
many  lose  their  all." 

The  troops,  on  the  other  hand, 
hosted  lively  parties,  balls  and 
other  celebrations,  a  break  in  the 
routine  of  their  normal  camp  duties. 
Bands  and  skits  served  as  sources 
of  entertainment,  while  swimming, 
hunting  and  horse  racing  were 
among  the  many  enjoyable  pastimes 
available.  Many  of  those  stationed  in 
New  Bern  also  brought  their  families 
to  town.  They  were  often  joined  by 
local  residents,  who  not  only  carried 
on  business  with  the  "invaders",  but 
also  attended  parties  and  celebrations 
with  them.   Soldiers  also  noted 
the  arrival  of  many  single  women, 
with  one  writing  that  he  thought 
"they  were  after  men."  Marriages 
between  Northern  soldiers  and 
Southern  ladies  came  under  great 
scrutiny.  "Weddings  ...  are  just  now 
the  subject  of  gossip.  One  of  our 
corporals  has  been  and  done  it,  and 
one  of  the  pretty  natives  is  now  Mrs. 
Lawrence,"  wrote  one  soldier. 

Having  dealt  with  war  and 
occupation,  both  the  Union  troops 
and  New  Bern  residents  faced 
another  battle  together  in  1 864  -  an 
epidemic  of  smallpox  followed  by 
an  even  deadlier  outbreak  of  yellow 
fever.  An  estimated  1,300  people, 
including  entire  families,  died  from 
yellow  fever  in  1 864  before  the 
epidemic  ended. 

The  end  of  the  war 

On  April  9''\  Confederate  General 
Robert  E.  Lee  surrendered  to  Union 
General  U.S.  Grant  at  Appomattox 
Courthouse  in  Virginia,  ending 
the  War  Between  the  States.  The 
aftermath  of  the  news  on  Federal 
troops  in  New  Bern  was  reported 
on  April  1 8'''  in  the  local  newspaper. 
The  North  Carolina  Times:  "The 
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news  of  Lee's  surrender  reached  us 
on  Wednesday,  and  we  immediately 
issued  an  extra,  upon  which  the 
whole  city  became  aglow  with 
enthusiasm  and  excitement.  Flags 
were  spread  to  the  breeze,  the  bars 
were  opened,  and  an  indiscriminate 
getting  tight  ensued.  An  impromptu 
procession  was  formed  . . .  from  one 
end  of  the  city  to  the  other,  they 
drove  and  at  every  stopping  place 
proceeded  to  'smile'  until  they  had 
smiled  themselves  pretty  well  drunk." 

Watson  noted  that  soldiers  and 
residents  reacted  to  the  news  "with 
impromptu  patriotic  demonstrations 
of  flag  waving  and  singing,"  and  that 
the  news  of  Confederate  President 
Jefferson  Davis'  capture  "produced 
another  demonstration  in  the 
afternoon  that  concluded  with  a 
torchlight  parade  in  the  evening." 

To  Confederate  loyalists,  however, 
the  surrender  of  Lee  and  the 
subsequent  surrender  of  Confederate 
General  Joseph  E.  Johnston  to  Union 
General  William  T.  Sherman  in 
Greensboro  was  the  end  of  southern 
hopes.  Mrs.  Roberts,  who  had  fled  as 
a  refugee  to  Warren  County,  said,  "To 
them  (Confederate  soldiers)  and  to 
us,  this  seemed  the  end  of  all  things." 

Mrs.  Bryan  reported  a  similar 
experience  in  Raleigh.  "One  warm 
day  in  April,  . . .  some  one  said  'It  is 
reported  that  Lee  has  surrendered' — 
such  consternation  on  the  faces 
[sic]  of  the  people,  then  as  the  news 
became  more  general,  such  weeping 
and  wringing  of  hands,  such  heavy 
hearts — privation,  sorrow,  death, 
defeat  and  poverty." 

While  many  New  Bernians  came 
back  to  intact  homes  and  businesses, 
some  found  their  former  lives 
destroyed.  Selling  everything  to 
finance  their  return  to  New  Bern, 
Mrs.  Roberts  and  her  husband  found 
"not  even  the  ashes  of  my  old  home 
remained  . . .  My  husband's  law  office 
had  been  gutted.  All  our  household 
possessions  were  gone.  With  bound 
heads  and  aching  hearts  we  began  the 
battle  of  life  again,  this  time  without 
the  sinews  of  war."  ^*'

AFRICAN  AMERICANS  DURING  AND  AFTER  THE  WAR

A     s  word  of  the  Union  occupation  spread  throughout  the  countryside, 

AA    large  numbers  of  slaves  ran  away  from  their  plantations  and  farms  and 
J^     A^athered  in  New  Bern,  a  safe  haven  from  slavery. 

The  African  American  slaves,  referred  to  at  the  time  as  "contrabands,"  were 
very  supportive  of  the  Union  troops.  When  the  44'*'  Massachusetts  reinforced 
New  Bern  in  October  1862,  former  slaves  lined  up  along  the  railroad  tracks  to 
shout  their  approval  as  the  trains  carrying  more  soldiers  arrived  in  town. 

Many  of  the  Union  soldiers  found  the  former  slaves  and  their  customs  alien 
and  unusual,  and  Union  officials  had  difficulty  accommodating  the  large 
numbers  of  blacks  who  arrived  in  New  Bern  as  refugees.  General  Ambrose 
Burnside  appointed  a  superintendent  of  the  poor  for  the  Department  of  North 
Carolina.  The  superintendent  established  black  churches  and  schools,  the 
latter  staffed  by  volunteer  soldiers,  provided  food  and  medical  treatment,  and 
opened  a  county  poor  house.  The  superintendent's  office  eventually  passed  to 
Reverend  Horace  James,  chaplain  of  the  25'   Massachusetts.  He  later  became 
the  assistant  commissioner  of  the  Freedmen's  Bureau  in  North  Carolina. 
By  early  1865,  the  African  American  population  of  New  Bern  had  grown 
enormously  with  the  arrival  of  contrabands,  from  almost  3,000  to  over 
10,000.  By  the  end  of  the  war,  there  were  nearly  15,000  former  slaves 
living  in  Craven  County.  James  established  more  schools,  issued  rations 
and  clothing,  provided  vocational  training,  and  supervised  labor  contracts 
between  blacks  and  whites.  Former  slaves  were  hired  by  the  Union  Army  as 
laborers  in  the  quartermaster  and  ordnance  departments,  as  bridge  builders 
to  rebuild  the  Trent  River  railroad  bridge,  and  as  scouts  and  guides  for  Union 
reconnaissance. 

James  also  created  three  refugee  camps  which  eventually  consolidated  at 
the  Trent  River  Settlement.  James  laid  off  streets  at  Trent  River  and  built 
800  houses  and  garden  plots  for  refugees.  The  settlement  also  included  a 
Freedmen's  Bureau  headquarters,  a  school,  a  blacksmith  shop,  a  hospital  and 
several  churches.  The  refugee  camp  was  renamed  James  City  at  the  end  of  the 
war  in  honor  of  the  superintendent.  ?*'

GENEROUS  CONTRIBUTIONS  GIVE  PROGRAMS  NEW  STRENGTH 


When  Governor  Easley 
convened  his  Council 
of  State  at  Tyron  Palace 
in  March  2004,  it  was  the  first 
gathering  of  this  august  body  in 
New  Bern  since  1777.   But  the 
Council  was  welcomed  into  an  even 
earlier  period  of  North  Carolina 
history.  As  State  Governor  Michael 
Easley  sprinted  up  the  Palace  steps, 
the  doors  opened  and  Colonial 
Governor  William  Tryon  stepped 
out  to  greet  him. 

"So,  you're  one  of  those  fellows 
who  are  after  my  job,"  Governor 
Easley  quipped.  Without  missing  a 
beat.  Governor  Tryon  retorted:   "I 
had  thought,  sir,  it  was  the  other 
way  'round."  A  lively  discussion 
ensued  with  both  governors 
obviously  enjoying  the  repartee.  A 
few  months  later  Governor  Easley 
returned  to  Tyron  Palace  for  a  bill 
signing  and  called  his  colonial 


counterpart  to  join  him  on  the 
stage. 

An  encounter  with  Governor  or 
Mrs.  Tryon,  or  both,  helps  to  make 
a  visit  to  Tryon  Palace  special  for  all 
our  guests.  The  Tryons — there  are 
currently  three  Governors  and  two 
wives — are  the  heart  of  a  growing 
character  interpreter  program 
here.  In  addition  to  the  colonial 
characters,  there  are  19'''-century 
interpreters  like  Mayor  George 
Dixon,  who  charms  visitors  in  his 
elegant  residence  on  Pollock  Street, 
and  Nancy  Hay,  who  welcomes 
guests  into  the  home  that  she  shares 
with  her  family  and  their  workers, 
including  Maria,  a  slave,  on  Eden 
Street. 

The  growth — in  both  size  and 
popularity — of  the  character 
interpreter  program  is  a 
phenomenon  of  private  support.

began  the  program,  and  last  year 
gave  it  new  strength  by  underwriting 
a  part-time  coordinator  for  character 
interpretation. 

Bill  Hand,  the  new  living  history 
programs  coordinator,  is  better 
known  for  the  interesting  characters 
that  he  portrays,  including  Governor 
Tryon.   One  of  his  new  characters — 
again  funded  by  private  support — is 
Atticus,  an  1  S'^'-century  itinerate 
merchant  from  Hillsborough. 
Atticus  is  delighting  audiences 
young  and  old  with  "Mr.  Punch 
Meets  Governor  Tryon,"  a  spirited, 
sometimes  hilarious  puppet  show  in 
the  time-honored  Punch  and  Judy 
tradition.  Hand  and  others  crafted 
the  puppets  and  Technical  Services 
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staff  built  the  portable  stage.  The 
puppet  show  is  an  excellent  example 
of  how  a  small  investment  of  private 
funds  can  reap  a  large  reward. 

Private  support  from  the  Council 
of  Friends  continues  to  underwrite 
virtually  the  whole  volunteer 
program.  Between  November  2003 
and  October  2004,  265  registered 
volunteers  contributed  9,241  hours 
of  service  in  jobs  ranging  from 
guiding  tours  at  the  New  Bern 
Academy  Museum  to  working  in 
the  blacksmith  shop  to  inventorying 
office  equipment.  This  labor  of  love 
represents  a  contribution  of  $97,030 
using  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Labor's  hourly  rate  of  $10.50  for 
estimating  the  value  of  volunteer 
services. 

"We  simply  would  not  have  been 
able  to  decorate  for  Christmas 
without  the  volunteers,"  says  Tim 
Minch,  greenhouse  manager.  The 
New  Bern  Academy  Museum  also 
owes  its  operation  to  volunteers, 
who  fully  staff  it.   Recently,  the 
Academy  volunteer  group  began 
informal  classes  to  share  information 
and  ideas  about  the  history  they 
interpret. 

A  fife  and  drum  corps  was 
launched  in  2004,  again  through

private  support.  When  Steve 
Hines,  one  of  the  drummers  in  the 
group,  died  in  a  tragic  accident, 
his  co-volunteers,  co-workers  and 
family  members  contributed  funds 
to  purchase  a  new  historically 
appropriate  drum  in  his  memory. 
"It's  a  great  drum.   Steve  would  have 
loved  it,"  says  Bill  Hand,  who  is 
organizing  the  corps.
